Watered milk, but not milk wat- 
ered after the milking is done, is a 
necessity if the consumer is to have 
the best possible product from the 
dairy, in the opinion of John Friday, 
successful dairyman of Oregon, Wis- 
consin, 

Describing his success as a dairy- 
man, in Farm and Fireside, Friday

Two nice’ pictures were given 
each month to the rooms that had the 
largest number of mothers present at 
their regular meetings, 

In September, 1924, an interested 
group of mothers and teachers met 
in the beautiful auditorium of the 
new school building and reorganized 
the Parent-Teachers Association. 
During the year a Merry Makers slide 
was purchased for the first and see- 
ond grales, The following year a 
beautiful velour curtain was bought 
for the stage in the auditorium. The 
school was fortunate in getitng state 
aid to help pay for it. 

Wishing to become a better asso- 
ciation, in September, 1926, it was 
voted that we affiliate with the State 
and National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, By this means we 
were enabled to render better pro- 
grams on character development and 
child welfare work.
